Dear Fan: 


We hope you enjoy today’s visit to the Terre Haute Fairgrounds. If you're sitting in the Graad- 
stand the above picture is typical of what you see. Auto racing at the Fairgrounds began June 15, 1952. Siu 
then a great number of changes have taken place to provide the facilities whieh you now see. The track 10688- 
ures a true half-mile, thirty-inches from the inner guard rail. At the beginning of the 1959 racing season, 
the single-lap record for Terre Haute was 23.70. This is an average speed of 75.996 miles per hour; faster 
than any other semi-flat dirt track on the U.S.A.C. schedule. In early 1959, a year-long project of face lifting 
was finished. More than twenty-feet of running room was added in the turns, and fifteen-feet in the backstretch. 
The old guard rail was junked and replaced by. steel. It's a double rail in the turns, reaching a full thirty- 
six inches above the track surface. The posts are eight-by-eights, six feet apart, to which the rail is bolted. 
There's extra room for passing and greater safety. It’s the first half-miler on the circuit with a double-rail in 
the turns. Actual construction required nine months. Immediately in front of the grandstand and extending 
its length as well as in front of the bleachers, you will notice heavy steel cables. This is another safety factor 
added recently. It is the policy of this Racing Division to provide the loyal fan the finest facility possible. This 
is the only way we can express our gratitude for your wonderful patronage. Improvements require time and 
money. Thank you for being patient. Without you it could never be.

At à me they were scaled down versions 
of the In 500" ears, but today they are a breed 
all their own. 


They have a wheel base of eighty-eight inches 
(Indy cars are 96 inch) and a total weight of 1400 
pounds or more, compared to 1500 plus of the Indy 
jobs. The power requirements are the same as 
found at шау 256 cubic inch for the Offy and 5 
for the stock block contingent. Most of the cars 


are powered by either a 255 Offy or a 301 cubic 
inch fuel injected Chevrolet, 

The chassis is a lightweight tubular “space” 
frame construction. It's suspended on either springs 
(leaf) or a torsion bar system (four bar cross 
torsion on the newer cars and parallel torsion on the 
older cars) this keeps the car on the track. 

The chassis is covered by а fiberglass skin 
usualy with some metal parts around the engine 
room. 

The finished car represents a total investment 
of $10,000 to $15,000 and it will take another $4,000 
to $5,000 to put the car on the track. One needs 
extra tires, wheels, gears, tools, engine parts and 
a trailer to go from track to track.

“A TIRING SITUATION AT THE ACTION TRACK” 


By John Fugate 


The proper selection of the correct tire for dirt 
track racing is the most important decision a driver 
and his crew can make. Everything can be right, but 
if the tires are wrong the lap times will be slow. 


The first thing a driver and crew must do in the 
selection of racing tires is to inspect the racing 
surface. They look at the texture, to determine the 
structural characteristic of the blending of the ele- 
ments of the track. Yes, auto racing is a science. Each 
track across the country has a different type of 
surface to greet the competitors. This is a result of 
the geographical origin of the area. The midwest 
tracks are mostly clay, the west sand and dirt, and the 
east coast black dirt. Each surface then is prepared 
in a different manner. Some use calcium, such as the 


“Action track” to keep moisture in the track. One 
track on the east coast even uses a leading house- 
hold cleaner to keep the racing surface гасеаре, 


The wide selection of tires available make it 
a difficult task, to select the right one. There are 
diamonds, grooved slicks (you make your own tread 
pattern with an iron) ribs, and “lightings plus many 
different widths to choose from. The companys who 
put these tires on the market are M. and H., Firestone, 
Goodyear, and Racemaster. 


The next time you’re in the pits take a look at 
the tires on the car and see if you know what type 
the driver used and why. Remember the correct selec- 
tion is a must to get a good “bite” of racing surface.

What was to be the first race ever staged at the Terre Haute Fairgrounds 
track was canceled on November 4, 1951 because of snow 


Joe James won the first race run at the Terre Haute Action Track on June 
15,1952. The event was a 30-lap sprint car feature 


The Fairgrounds track was first referred to as “The Action Track” 
by National Speed Sport News writer Gene Powlen 


The popularity of Sprint Car racing slowed in 1954 and the Terre Haute 
Fairgrounds Racing Board elected to run a 100 lap midget car race 
featuring Indy 500 drivers. A total of 24 midgets were entered in that firsi 
Race. The "Hut Hundred" was а hit with fans and became a fixture at the 
track. 


In 1971 the Terre Haute Action Track was the site of the first live national 
telecast of a sprint car race. ABC's Wide World of Sports was on hand to 
broadcast the Tony Hulman Classic 


Don Smith served as the Action Track's Director of Competition and was 
also track promoter from the early days of the track in the 505 until 
1980. The Action Track gained worldwide fame under his direction 


A group of five area businessmen, Bill Hopton, Bill Kaufman, Bud 
Bloodworth, Bob Durr and Tom Hunt successfully brought the track back 
to prominence from 1992-1998.
